FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


This past year has been a busy one for our fire department. 
We had two real large fires with considerable loss. The fire 
at Faloon’s really had a head start before being discovered. 
With help from our mutual-aid department, Garland, 
Charleston and Kenduskeag, we were able to save the main 
house with very little damage. 


The fire at William Thomas was also a real worker. We 
were able to save his new house and a near by machine 
storage shed. We were assisted by trucks from Garland and 
Charleston. 


During the year we answered 12 chimney fires — 3 grass 
fires — 1 auto fire, 10 building fires, 2 truck fires, 4 
mobilehome and 4 mutual-aid calls. This past year we 
installed a siren on the fire house roof to alert our crew and 
warn our citizens of a fire. We had to do this to satisfy our 
rating bureau. Hope this is not a hard ship to folks living near 
by. We also bought some new hose and one new nozzle plus 
some small items. The station roof was completely re-done. In 
our continuing effort to upgrade ourselves, we are trying to 
enroll some members in training classes this summer. We 
realize we do not have the training we would like to but are 
always going ahead in this respect. We answer all calls as 
fast as possible, and while it may seem like a long time to 
anyone waiting, I feel that we get out very quickly. A fire at 
night means that a fireman must get up, put on plenty of 
heavy clothing, start a cold car, drive to the fire house, open 
doors, start a truck and get out and rolling. This really takes 
time. 


Assistant Chief Gareth Blackwell, Assistant Chief Skip 
McLaughlin and myself take turns on stand-by duty over the 
week-ends. Members of the department are also asked to 
take turns for week-end duty. 


We are very proud of our Junior firemen. They are 
interested in learning and area real asset to our department. 


We would like to thank the members of the Garden Club for 
their fine donation to the department. 


The department honored a member with a plaque and a life 
time membership. Fireman Lyman Craig was honored for out- 
standing duty to the department and to the community. 
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As chief, I have really enjoyed this past year. Morale has 
been high and I have had the cooperation and support of all 
members of the department, the Town Office and the citizens 
of the town.

They are subject to abuse, both physical 
and oral by those who are high on dope, alcohol or whatever. 
They take turns on stand-by on week-ends and holidays. They 
put in many hours of training and practice, all without 
complaint.

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IMPORTANT 


All taxpayers should read the following requirements and 
comply with them. 


Title 36, Chapter 105, Sect. 706, Revised statutes of Maine, 
1964. 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give 
seasonable notice in writing to all persons liable to taxation 
in the municipality to furnish to the assessors true and 
perfect lists of their polls and all their estates, not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the 
first day of April of the same year. 


The notice to residents may be given by posting notification 
in some public place in the municipality or in such other way 
as the municipality directs. 


The notice to non-resident owners may be by mail directed 
to the last known address of the taxpayer or by any other 
method that provides reasonable notice to the taxpayer. 


If any person after such notice does not furnish such list, 
he is thereby barred of his right to make application to the 
assessors or the county commissioners for any abatement of 
his taxes, unless he furnishes such list with his application 
and satisfies them that he was unable to furnish it at the time 
appointed.

Disclosure of Accounting Policies

GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the Inhabitants of the Town of Corinth, in 
said County, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet 
at the Town Hall on Monday, the 14th (fourteenth) day of 
March A.D. 1977 at one o’clock (1:00) in the afternoon, then 
and there to act on the following articles to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To elect all necessary Town Officers by 
secret ballot according to provisions of M.R.S. T30, $2061, the 
following: 


Three Selectmen 

Three Assessors 

Three Overseers of the Poor 

(The candidate receiving the largest number of votes for 
each office will serve for three years, the candidate receiving 
the second highest number of votes will serve for two years 
and the candidate receiving the third highest number of votes 
will serve for one year.) 

One Director of School Administrative District #64 for 
three years 

One Cemetery Trustee for three years 

One Town Clerk for one year. 


For the election of such officers, the polls will be opened at 
1:15 P.M. on the 14th (fourteenth) day of March, 1977 and will 
close at 8:00 P.M. on the same day. After the close of the 
polls, the meeting will recess until 7:30 P.M. on Tuesday, 
March 15th, at the Town Hall to act on the remaining 
articles. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to fix the 
compensation of Town Officers. 
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Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to have the 
Selectmen appoint all other necessary officers. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to elect Norman I. 
Buswell Fire Chief and Ambulance Director at a salary of 
$1,200.00 for both as recommended by the Directors of the 
Corinth Volunteer Fire Department or act on anything 
relating thereto. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote a date when taxes 
are due and payable, and a date from which interest may be 
charged. (Title 36, Chapter 105, Sec. 505, sub Sec. 2 & 4) 
Recommended: October 1 as date of interest. 89/0 per year. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to give a discount 
for early payment of taxes, fix a rate-and time allowed. 

Budget Committee recommends: 4% for 30 days from the 
date bills are mailed out. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to carry the 
following balances forward to the 1977 budget.

To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to accept the provisions of the Workman’s Compensation Act, 
and raise or appropriate a sum of money to purchase the 
insurance.

To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise or appropriate to pay its share of the cost of Social 
Security or act on anything relating thereto.

To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise or appropriate for Health and Sanitation. 


Budget Committee recommends $350.00. 


Article 30. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise or appropriate for the Care of Shade Trees. 


Budget Committee recommends O. 


Article 31. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise or appropriate certain sums of money for the 
following Social Services agencies:

Article 32. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise or appropriate for the annual updating of Corinth’s 
Tax Maps. 


Budget Committee recommends $200.00. 


Article 33. To see if the Town will vote to take from 
Revenue Sharing Trust Fund the sum of $2,200.00 for the 
purpose of paying Corinth’s share of the salary of the 
Assessor’s Agent, who is employed jointly with Bradford and 
Hudson. 


Article 34. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise or appropriate for the Planning Board. 


Budget Committee recommends $200.00. 


Article 35. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Town Treasurer to expend the sum of 
$13,500.00 from the Abner F. Morison Trust Fund for the 
Corinth Senior Housing Project. 
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Article 36. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Town Treasurer to expend the sum of 
$45,000.00 from the Abner F. Morison Trust Fund for the 
Meeting Room and Water Storage building for the Fire 
Department. 


Article 37. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Town Treasurer to expend the sum of 
$15,000.00 from the Abner F. Morison Trust Fund for paving 
the Corinthian Cemetery roads. 


Article 38. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Town Treasurer to expend the sum of 
$6,500.00 from the Abner F. Morison Trust Fund for 
Playground Project. 


Article 39. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen on behalf of the Town to sell and dispose of any 
real estate by sealed bid acquired by the Town for non- 
payment of taxes thereon, including real estate conveyed to 
_the Town on such terms as they deem advisable, and to 
execute Quit-claim deeds for such property, and ratify and 
confirm any such deeds, heretofore given by the Selectmen, 
in behalf of the Inhabitants of the Town purporting to convey 
interest of the Town. 


Article 40. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to appoint a Budget Committee of 5 to serve on 
staggered terms without pay. 

Selectmen recommend: 

2 appointed to serve for 3 years 
2 appointed to serve for 2 years 
1 appointed to serve for 1 year 


Article 41. To see if the Town will vote an ordinance to 
prohibit any new Trailer Parks or any additions to existing 
parks in the Town of Corinth. 


Article 42. To see if the Town will set a fine of not more 
than $1,000.00 for non-compliance of prohibited new trailer 
parks or additions to existing trailer parks. 


Article 43. To see if the Town will vote to reopen a 
portion of the Mill road so-called extending approximately 
1500 feet northerly from the point where it is presently 
discontinued, which is about 800 feet from the Notch Road. 
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Article 44. To see if the Town will vote to raise or 
appropriate a sum of money to pay the hourly wage for local 
deputies, equip and maintain the car that has been donated 
to the Town of Corinth. 


Requested: $1,620.00. 


Article 45. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of $1,000.00 from the Revenue Sharing Trust Fund to be 
used for repairs on the Fire Station Building. 


Article 46. To see if the Town will vote to have its Annual 
Town Meeting in the daytime or evening and state the hour. 


You will give notice that the Registrar of Voters will be at 
the Town Office, in said Town, during office hours, on March 
14, the day of said meeting for the purpose of correcting the 
list of voters. 


Hereof, fail not, and have with you there this warrant with 
your doings written thereon.
